The Land ot Flowers. 
Three hundred and eighty-one 
years ago, the romantic Ponce de Leon 
searching for the fable fountain of 
youth, set foot on a laud so adorned 
with blossoms of every kind and hue 
that be named it Florida—Land of 
FloweJs.

T ile state claim s that the tim ber 
w as worth m ore than the contract price 
for which it w as sold, and that the 
state auditor had no authority to Issue 
the permit or m ake such pretended con­ 
tract, for the reason that such tim ber 
government j w as sold at private sale and not a t pub­ 
lic auction as required by law , also !*•- 
cause the tim ber w as not subject to 
w aste, destruction or dam age; that no 
proper appraisal or estim ate w as m ade 
o f the tim ber prior to such stile, and 
that the governor, treasurer and com ­ 
m issioner, or a m ajority o f them , did 
not state that it w as fur the interests 
. o f the state that such tim ber should 
I** sold, or that such sale w as necessary 
to protect the state from loss.

T he defendants claim that the agreed 
price $2 JMT thousand feet, w »s all the 
tim ber w as worth; that the sale w as 
regular in all respects; that It w as 
m ade in accordance with the establish­ 
ed jiractice of the state land office; that 
it has been repeatedly ratiti.sl, and that 
the state auditor had am ple pow er to 
• sell the tim ber at private sale. The ac- 
| tion i*. therefore, of great public im- 
jiortance. Involving, as it does, si ques­ 
tion as to the pow er of the state audi­ 
tor, as ex officio com m issioner of the 
state land office, to seli jdne tim ber 
belonging to the state, his duties in 
connection therew ith, the manner of 
sale. and the rights o f parties dealing 
w ith him. 
The w ritten permit which the state 
s**eks to cancel is regular iii form and 
valid 
on its 
face, but the 
evidence 
show s that many o f the recitals con­ 
tained therein are untrue in fact. The 
permit w as dated Dec. 7. 1891. and 
states in effect that the sale w as m ade 
on that day to ( ’. A. Sm ith: that such 
sale w as public; that due notice thereof 
w as given for sixty days prior thereto; 
that the tim ber had been properly es­ 
tim ated and appraised before the sale; 
that such estim ate and appraisal had 
bei n subm itted to the other state of- 
ficers w hose duty it w as to act thereon, 
and that they deem ed the tim ber to to* 
subject to w aste and destruction and 
the sale necessary to protect the state 
from I -ss; and further that the tim ber 
w as estim ated at 700.000 feet and that 
Hie sale w as m ade at $2 per thousand 
feet. 
W hereas, in fact, the perm it was 
not issued until Jan. 26. 1892, at which 
tim e the sale w as actually made, the 
sale w as m ade to and for the benefit 
o f the defendants jointly, and w as pri­ 
vate. and no jirior notice thereof w hat­ 
ever w as given: the requireal estim ate 
or appraisal of the tim ber w as net

the tim ber thereon, which constitutes 
a part o f the realty, that the public 
shall be fully advised o f the tim e, place 
and m anner o f sale. in order that all 
w ho desire to purchase shall have an 
equal opportunity o f so doing, and that 
there shall be fair and open com peti­ 
tion at such sale, to the end that the 
state m ay receive the highest possible 
j)rice and Its citizens be fu lly protected 
as to all their rights in the prem ises. 
The defendants contend that even if 
tile sale w as void in the first instance, 
it has since been ratified by tho state. 


I W e think differently. The constitution 
, and law s of this state define the pow- 
• ors and duties of its executive officers. 
T hese law s constitute the authority, 
and lim it the pow ers conferred upon 
those officers, under which they m ust 
aet in m atters o f this kind. 
No execu­ 
tive officer eau legalize his ow n unau- 
i thorized act, or the unauthorized act of 
j another execu tive officer, so as to nulli­ 
fy the requirem ents o f a legislative en­ 
actm ent. The state is not bound by 
an act of its officers or servants mad**, 
contrary to an express provision of the 
statutes, and such act can only be rati- 
, tied bv the law m aking pow er of the 
state. 
No such ratification has been 
show n in this case. 
T he claim of the defendants that they 
are purchasers w ithout notice of any 
facts w hich would invalidate the sale 
or render the sam e void, cannot aid 
the defense. 
It w as clearly their duty 
to scrutinize the special and lim ited att 
thority, w hich they are presum ed to 
know the com m issioner had. 
State o f­ 
ficers have only such authority as tin 
law -m aking power of the state confers 
upon them . 
E very person w ho deals 
w ith them is charged w ith knowledge 
as to the exten t of such authority and 
the m aim er in w hich the sam e m ust be 
exercised. 
If a stale official in entering 
into a contract on beh alf o f the state, 
exceeds his statutory authority, 
tin 
person w ith w hom he contracts or at­ 
tem pts to contract is conclusively pre­ 
sum ed to have know n such fact. 
Tin 
state occupies the j»osItion of principal, 
and cannot be bound by any contract 
m ade by its officers or servants which 
they arc not specifically authorized to 
make. 
T hese defendants in entering into the 
contract in question, w ith the state, 
through the state land com m issioner, 
did so at their peril, and 
m ust 
be 
deem ed to have know n that be had ex 
reeded his authority, as all jiersons must 
w ho deal wit Ii public agents. 
This rule 
is universal in its application; any other 
m ight subject the jiublic to great losses, 
through fraud, inadvertence or m istake 
o f its public servants. 
W e are. therefore, of the ojiinion that 
tho perm it and contract 
in question 
should be canceled, m d that the plain­ 
tiff is entitled to recover of the defend­ 
ants the m arket value o f the tim ber 
cut under such permit, as stated in tho 
findings herein.

When Senator Hill 
finished he was followed by Senator 
Sherman, who also challenged the cor­ 
rectness of the president’s position.

Hoar’s resolution was adopted. 
Nothing of importance was done in th§ 
bouse.

aid of the United States troops from the

W ithin twenty-four hours after the news 
brought by the Warrimoo was received, 
1,000 determined annexationists had as­ 
sembled on short notice at the drill shed 
of the barracks behind the 
executive 
building. 
The meeting was short but 
wildly enthusiastic. The “sjiirit of 1770” 
prevailed, ami those who heard the ring­ 
ing cheers which welcomed the speeches 
of President M. M. Hatch, of the annex­ 
ation club, know that monarchy, though 
restored by superior force of the United 
States, would he short lived. Since this 
mass meeting the spirit of enthusiasm 
which at first prevailed among the roy­ 
alists has been iu a state of fluctuation, 
and some of the clearest-beaded leader* 
admit that the success of the restoration 
in the present or future dej»ends on th** 
armed protection of monarchy by th** 
United States.

The fashionable jew elers of London, 
Paris and other continental capitals 
have hit upon a new idea regarding 
the setting of diamonds, says a for­ 
eign exchange.

Classical tradition, however, but with 
less supporting evidence, ascribes the 
foundation of "Mas&ila” to a colony of 
the Phoenicians who emigrated with 
fam ilies from Asia Minor to escape 
the tyranny 
of Cyrus (B. C. tiuo,) and 
of whom mention is made by Herodo­ 
tus and Horace. To w hatever founder 
the city may look for its origin, its rap­ 
id development is a matter upon which 
there lies no shadow of doubt. 
It soon 
acquired sufficient force to enable it to 
contend with and conquer Carthage in 
a sea light, and it was looked upon at 
an early date as an important factor 
among the M etiter m ean powers,—The 
Mariner.
